Thanks to the hospitality of the director and staff of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew, England, it was possible to consult 
the field books of William John Burchell and prepare the present 
detailed account of his itinerary in Brazil. The intent of this 
paper is to follow in the tradition of the work of T. A. Sprague 
and N. Y. Sandwith on the itineraries of Humboldt and Bonpland. 
However, the problem is quite different, because Burchell did not 
publish any account of his collecting nor indicate localities or 
even states on his labels. Urban, in the introductory volume of

We are listing the numbers, their dates and the localities by 
latitude and longitude as far as we know. In this listing we 
are making comments, where necessary, on the places in between 
that we could not find, on relative locations within the larger 
cities, on the old and present names of places, and on any other 
details that may clarify this account. Our comments are in 
parentheses and everything else after each number is directly 
quoted from Mr. Burchell 1 s field books-
